China Rejects Condolences 
From Soviet Bloc Red Parties

HONG KONG, Sept. 14 (NYT). 
China's rejection today of mes- 
Sages of condolence on the death 
oF Mao Tse-tung from the Soviet 
Union and ify Eastern European 
allies was seen by analysts here 
as one of the clearest indications 
yet that Peking’s staunchly anti- 
Russian foreign policy will remain 
largely unchanged after Mao's 
departure from the scene. 

Last week, in announcing Mao's 
death, Peking had called on the 
Chinese. people to “carry on the 
cause left behind by Chairman 
Mao and continue Chairman 
Mao's revolutionary line and poli- 
eles in foreign afiairs.”

Diplomatic sources in Pe- 
king reported that a Russian rep- 
resentative had been summoned 
to the Chinese Foreign Ministry 
and messages from Poland and 
East Germany had already been 
returned.

“Iam not prepared to go back 
to the old dispensation of direct 
representation in Parliament 
which showed the ‘greatest 
amount of dissension in South 
Africa.” he said. “I am not pre- 
pared to share power over myself 
and my people with any other 
people, however well-disposed 
they might be.”

JOHANNESBURG, Sept. 14 (WP).—A scheduled 
three-day strike by more than 175,000 black workers 
today continued into its second day despite mass 
arrests of strikers and militant youths in Alexandria, 
a small African township. A black newspaper, the 


World, reported that 10 persons 
were killed yesterday and today 
in the vast black suburb of 
Soweto, eight of them as a result 
of police shooting and the two 
others in fighting between par- 
Uisans ana opponents of the 
strike. 

However, there was no imme- 
diate official confirmation of any 
of the deaths. 

Im comparison to the last three- 
day strike here, from Aug. 23 to’ 
25, there has been relatively little 
violence, with only scattered re- 
ports of strife in Soweto between 
the strike's supporters and its 
foes. Last month, Zulu workers 
went on a rampage against strike 
proponents, 

Police yesterday arrested more 
than 800 people in Alexandria, on 
the northern outskirts of the city, 
carrying out a house-to-house 
search for “agitators" and “in- 
timidators.” 

Crime Prevention 

At first, police denied that the 
mass arrests were related to the - 
strike and described them as ἃ 
crime-preyention action. But la- 
ter Maj. Gen. D. J. Kriel, head 
of the riot police, contirmed that 
the main intent was to protect 
those wishing to go to work. 

& massarrest tactic was used 
in Cape Province last week to 
break up student demonstrations, 
and it appears that if is now - 
being used on an experimental 
basis to break the strike here. 
However, no operation of this 
kind bas yet heen attemptet in 
Soweto, where more than a mil- 
lion blacks live and where sfu- 
dents organized the three-day 
work stoppege. 

The Soweto students called the 
strike to protest the detention of 
nearly 300 black leaders over the 
last three months and the deaths 
of at least 340 black Africans and 
colored persons, 

Elsewhere in South Africa to- 
day, the Cape Town area was 
reported to be having one of fis 
quietest days in two weeks of 
violence and unrest throughout 
the Cape Province. Student pam- 
pblets distributed among black 
and colored workers today said 
that a strike planned for tomor- 
Tow atid Thureday had now been 
Postponed until next week. 

Meanwhile, Justice and Police 
Minister James Kruger denied 
that he had given authority to 
white vigilantes to protect their 
Properties and businesses. Groups 
of armed employees are 
many firms’ premises at night. 

‘Prudent Steps’ 

Mr. Kruger said his statement 
last week was meant only to en- 
courage business to take “prudent 
steps” to insure the safety of 
their property. 

There have been a number of 
recent incidents in which armed 
white civilians shot black Afrj- 
cans or colored persons stoning 
their cars or threatening them. 

Meanwhile, the officer in charge 
of police at the scene of the first 
fatal shooting in the current un- 
rest, told a special investigating 
commission that he had not given 
any order for his men to fire. 

Col Johannes Kleingeld, who 
led 8 white and 40 black police- 
men at the scene on June 16, said 
his men opened fire after they be- 
came “desperate” when confront- 
ed by several thousand students 
outside the Orlando West High 
School. 

Col Kleingeld said he fired five 
pistol shots “in front of and above 
the crowd” at first and began 
shooting with bis Sten gun after 
the first shots had no effect. 
Hig men then Opened fire on 
their own, aad orders, he 
said.

PARIS, Sept, 14 (IHT).—Pres- 
ident Valéry Giscard d‘Estaing 
will visit Rome this December,

The visit was announced after 
a visit here by Itelian Forelen 
Minister Arnaldo Forlani. Spokes- 
men on both sides said it would 
be followed by further bilateral 
conferences in an attempt to give 
Franco-Italian meetings some of 
the regularity of consultations 
among the British, French and 
West Germans. Mr. Giscard d‘Es- 
taing has not visited Rome of- 
ficially as President. 

‘It also will be a clear expres- 
sion of approval by the French 
for the Andreotti government's 
policy of excluding the Italian 
Communist party from the gov- 
ernment. Sources here believe 
that with France soon to face 
elections that could bring the 
French left closer to power, Mr. 
Giscard d'Estaing wants to show 
his approval of Premier Giulio 
Andreotti's rejection of the Ital- 
jan Communists’ proposal for a 
“historle compromise”"—one that 
woukd have brought them into 
the government, 

Italian-French relations have 
foundered during the last two 
years, both over bilateral prob- 
lems and because political insta- 
bility drastically reduced Italy's 
ability to conduct foreign policy. 
The Big Four of Western Europe 
gradually has been reduced to 
the Big Three. 

Mr. Giscard d’Estaing's visit is 
expected to give the two sides 
‘impetus to work out the prob- 
lems that have dragged on during 
the last months. These include 
in particular the sale of ftalian 
fruits, wine and shoes in France 
and agreements on enriched

Argentina Bans 
Pro-Nazi Books 
On AntiSemitism 


BUENOS AIRES. Sept. 14 
(AP),—-Argentina‘’s military gov- 
ernment yesterday banned the 
circulation of anti-Semitic publi- 
cations edited by pro-Nazi groups. 

The decree, which called for 
the confiscation of such litera- 
ture here and in other cities, 
was announced after a series of 
requests by representatives of 
the country's large Jewish com- 
munity, which has been the 
target of recent violence. 

Argentina, with about 600,000 
Jews, bas the largest Jewish 
community in the Western hemi- 
sphere outside of the United 
States, 

The community has been the 
target of a Wave of anti-Semitic 
violence in reeent months 
Jewish-owned stores were hit by 
gunfire in July and ebout a 
dozen synagogues and Jewish 
stores have been bombed since 
then. 

Most of the banned books are 
edited by an obscure publishing 
house called Editorial Milicia. 
The prohibited books include: 
“The Jews.” “The SS in Action,” 
“Christ Isn't Jewish. “The Lie 
of Auschwitz" and “Hitler of 
Lenin.”

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Taxing Americans Overseas 


When Congress brings forward a tax bill 
at the helght of a political campaign, its 
members would like to be able to go to thelr 
constituents and boast that they had in- 
creased revenues and diminished taxes for 


most voters. This, of course, is not an easy 
feat, and the intricacies of the bill agreed 
upon by House and Senate conferees may 
well be due, at least in part. to the difficulty 
of convincing the citizenry that Congress 
has made the tax burden lighter while in- 
creasing tax revenues by over a billion and 
a haif in the first year. 

Unhappily. one of the means used to ac- 
complish this was to add considerably to the 
tax load borne by overseas Americans. It is 
easy to see how this was accomplished. Al- 
though their voting rights have been ex- 
tended, tax-paying Americans abroad do not 
constitute much of a voting threat for any 
representative or senator. They have, in 
effect, received the formalities of represen- 
tation without the actuality. The taxation, 
on the other hand, is very real. Moreover, 
Americans at home have paid little atten- 
tlon to the provisions in the bill that affect 
citizens overseas, and if they did, would 
probably not take those items too seriously. 
There ts still some feeling of distaste for what 
was once considered expatriation; still dis- 
trust of overseas financial operations (which, 
of course. has been heightened by the Lock- 
heed revelations). Both the nature and the 
significance of the work done by the great 
majority of Americans working in foreign 
countries, as well as the complexities and 


impact of the taxes they must pay where 


they live, are largely unrecognized in the: 


United States. 

Yet the United States is far removed from 
the days when its foreign trade was con- 
ducted by supercargoes of sailing ships and 
118 commercia] Interests represented chiefly 
by foreign subjects acting as consuls The 
OS. community abroad Js no jonger com- 
posed almost who‘ly of artists, students and 
uprooted snobs, It is an essential factor in 
the national economy, comprising men and 
women working, often under difficult cir- 
cumstances, In enterprises that contribute 
enormously to the well-being of the nation. 

Outmoded attitudes are among the factors 
contributing to the present bill's increases of 
the tax burden of overseas Americans. How 
to correct them is far from easy. Pres- 
ident Ford has been urged to veto the bill 
when it comes before him because of many 
items in particular and {ts complexity in 
general, To give those citizens who reside 
and labor in foreign countries adequate rep- 
resentation for the long haul is a much more 
difficult problem. It requires an educational 
process at home, for one thing, and some 
method of focusing criticlsm on tax detalis 
for another. But both of these are traly 
national concerns The United States needs 
its commercial, industria! and cultural com- 
munity abroad at least as much as it needs 
its diplomats and garrisons outside its bor- 
ders. And that community is as entitled to 
full consideration in tax matters:as, say, the 
United Automobie Workers in their argu- 
ment with Ford over wages and hours. 


The Arab Boycott 


The Arab boycott against Israel raises dif- 
ficult political, economic, legal, and moral 
issues for the United States. The boycott is 
repugnant. It violates Ametican principles 
and laws when Jt requires U.S companies, as 
a condition for doing business with Arab 
countries, to discriminate against American 
citizens because of their nationality, religion, 
or race. It unfairly imposes secondary boy- 
eotts against U.S. companies that hire Jew- 
ish employees or directors, or trade with 
Israel. 

Efforts to prevent American companies 
from acceding to boycott ruces imposed upon 
them by a foreign power are unfortunately 
complicated by the fact that the United 
States has itself engaged in secondary boy- 
cotts against other countries—for example, 
for trading with Cuba. Such extraterrito- 
riality is a threat to Wberal trade and in- 
vestment, to the rights of innocent people 
in other countries, to the sovereignty of 
other nations. and to peace itself. 

All of this makes more difficult, but no 
less relevant, the question whether the 
United States can effectively prevent its own 
businesses from yieiding to Arab pressures 
that abridge the rights of other U.S. citizens 
and companies. The route taken by Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff in amending the pending 
omnibus tax bill with a requirement to Im- 
pose tax penalties on companies that partic- 
ipate in secondary or tertiary boycotts seems 
to us the wrong solution. Using the tax code 
as ἃ punitive device establishes a dangerous 
precedent The tax laws are not intended 
to be part of the law enforcement system. 
Their purpose is to provide revenues and to 
improve the economy's stability and growth. 

Although certain types of activities are 
encouraged by the tax laws (as through the 
investment tax credit), stretching that prin- 
ciple into a new system to punish corpora- 
tions or individuals for alleged misdeeds is 
a questionable course. Under the Ribicoft 
amendment, moreover, determination of guilt 
would be made by the secretary of the 
Treasury “or his delegate.” Such powers, if 


granted to an agency administrator, might 
be employed arbitrarily, especially in dealing 
with such complex questions as whether a 
firm did or did not participate in a secon- 
dary or tertiary boycott. 

Unfortunate:y, the Ribicoff amendment 
has now been embedded in the tax bill 
adopted by the House-Senate conference 
comunitiee, and the President may have no 
choice but to accept it or risk killing the tax 
bill and endangering the economic recovery. 
Over the coming months, however, Congress 
and the President should develop a more 
effective and legally sound attack on the 
boycott. 

The antitrust laws, the civ) rights laws 
and the banking and security laws give the 
United States government the means of 
curbing conspiracies and discriminatory 
practices by U.S. companies that cooperate 
with the Arab boycott. Enforcement of 
those laws would do much to stiffen the 
resistance of American firms to foreign 
economic blackmail. The government has 


recently stepped up its actions to penalize - 


firms that violate U.S. laws in response to 
the Arab boycott. This may signal a wel- 
come change from past attitudes when, as a 
report by the House Subcommittee on Over- 
sight and Investigations shows, the U.S. Com- 
merce Department actually helped and en- 
couraged American firms to wohold the Arab 
boycott and winked at violations of the dis- 
closure requirements of the Export Adminis- 
tration Act, Intended by Congress to fight 
the boycott. Secretary Elliot Richardson in- 
sists that under his administration such con- 
duct has ceased. 

Congress nevertheless should strengthen 
the Export Administration Act by making it 
Wlegal for U.S. firms to engage in secondary 
or tertiary boycotts. The threat of economic 
reprisa] by the Arabs cannot be accepted as 
a basis for permitting U.S. firms to submit 
to odious terms that violate the rights and 
interests of other Americans, or abridge this 
nation's sovereign powers.
